Tokens  are  now  in  use  on  the  Delaware  Memorial  Bridge,  between  Deepwater, 
N.J.  and  New  Castle,  De.  They  are  an  exact  copy  of  the  commemorative  s 
that  were  issued  when  the  bridge  opened  in  1962.  The  obverse  features  the 
state  arms  of  Delaware  and  New  Jersey,  with  the  bridge  above  and  a ferry  boat 
below.  The  reverse  shows  the  twin  spans  , 1968  date  and  RWM  mint  mark.  The 
token  is  made  of  brass,  with  a steel  center  and  measures  28mm.  They  are  sold 
in  rolls  of  40  for  $20.  00,  giving  you  a saving  of  259  for  each  crossing,  since  the 
cash  toll  is  759.

number  of  years  ago,  I acquired  the  following  medallion; 
bverse  - Bridgeton  Liberty  Bell,  , with  a bell  marked^  gewater , 1763.

ntiqued  bronze,  with  a fob  type  loop,  32mm 

ishing  to  learn  more  about  this  bell,  I contacted  the  Bridgeton,  N.  J.  city  clerk, 
.umberland  County  officials  and  Historical  Society.  None  of  them  had  any 
lowledge  as  to  when  the  medallion  was  issued  or  who  the  issuing  agency  was,  but 
ley  were  able  to  provide  the  following  facts  and  history  of  The  Bridgeton  Liberty 

ell. 

uring  the  Colonial  era,  county  business  was  cutea  by  two  elected  freeholders 
•om  each  township  and  all  the  county  Justice's  of  The  Peace.  The  First  Cumber- 
ed County  Court  House  and  jail  was  built  in  1753,  but  was  destroyed  by  fire  in 
759.  Shortly  after  the  county  freeholders  agreed  to  build  a new  court  house,  to 
smade  of  brick,  with  a tower  to  house  a bell,  which  was  to  be  purchased  by 
ublic  subscription.  The  new  court  house  was  completed  in  1761  and  stood  in  the 
enter  of  what  is  now  Broad  Street.  The  bell  was  cast  in  Bridgewater,  Mass,  in 
763  and  placed  in  the  court  house  in  about  1775.  During  this  era  the  bell  was 
sed  to  call  the  populace  for  worship  or  to  hear  important  news  from  England  or 
governor. 

he  history  of  this  bell  is  related  to  familiar  events  in  America's  history*  W e 
ave  all  read  of  the  Boston  Tea  Party,  but  not  many  of  us  are  aware  of  the 
umberland  County  Tea  Party.  In  the  summer  of  1776,  the  brig  Greyhound,  bound 


(continued  over) 
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for  Philadelphia  with  a cargo  of  tea,  sailed  up  the  Cohansey  River  and  landed 
part  of  its  cargo  at  Greenwich.  The  tea  was  stored  in  the  celler  of  a house  at 
the  front  of  Open  Market  Square.  Imitating  the  Bostonian's,  a group  of  local 
men,  disguised  as  Indians,  took  the  tea  and  burned  it  in  an  open  field  on  the 
night  of  December  22nd,  1774.  In  this  same  period,  a militia  was  formed  and 
various  companies  organized,  with  half  of- them  serving  with  the  Revolutionary 
Army.  John  Gibbon,  among  others,  was  taken  prisoner  and  was  the  only  county 
resident  to  die  aboard  the  British  prison  ship,  the  Jersey,  that  was  moored  at 
New  York.  These  events  reflect  the  love  of  liberty  and  sympathies  of  county 
residents  and  led  to  the  joyous  ringing  out  of  liberty  with  their  own  bell  that  hung 
in  the  court  house  tower,  when  the  first  courier  from  Philadelphia,  with  the  news 
of  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.,  Peter  Force  gave  this  account 
of  what  took  place  in  Bridgeton  on  that  historic  day.  " Declaration  of  Indpendence 
proclaimed  at  Bridgeton  on  Weds.,  6th,  Instant,  the  Committee  of  Independence 
for  the  County  of  Cumberland,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  . The  militia  and  a 
great  number  of  inhabitants,  having  met  in  Bridgeton,  went  to  the  court  house, 
where  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Constitution  of  New  Jersey  and  the 
Treason  Ordinance  werepublicly  read  and  approved  of.  This  was  followed  by  a 
spirited  address  by  Dr.  Jonathan  Elmer,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  after 
which  the  King's  coat  of  arms  were  burned  in  the  street.  " 

The  Liberty  Bell  remained  in  use  in  the  court  house  for  many  years  after,  joining 
in  Fourth  of  July  celebrations  each  year.  A new  court  house  was  built  in  1844,  on 
the  south  side  of  Broad  Street,  the  site  of  the  present  court  house,  but  the  bell 
remained  in  the  old  court  house  until  1846,  when  the  building  was  razed.  The  bell 
was  then  sold  and  used  as  a fire  alarm  on  the  roof  of  the  Firemans  Hall,  located 
on  Commerce  Street.  The  trustees  of  the  West  Jersey  Academy  acquired  the  bell 
in  1854  and  used  it  to  summon  students  to  school  and  also  to  give  the  time  of  day. 
The  Bridgeton  Board  of  Education  purchased  the  Academy  building  in  1912  for 
use  as  a junior  high  school.  The  bell  was  considered  a common  school  bell  in 
this  period,  as  very  few  knew  of  its  history.  Credit  the  Greenwich  Tea  Burning 
Chapter  of  The  D.  A,  R,  for  publicizing  the  bells  glorious  past.  When  the  former 
Junior  High  School  was  converted  to  a City  High  School  in  1923,  the  D.  A.  R.  Chapt< 
placed  a bronze  plaque,  listing  facts  and  brief  history  of  the  bell,  in  the  main  hallv 
of  theschool.  This  plaque  is  now  mounted  on  the  case  that  holds  the  bell.  In  1926, 
the  bell  was  displayed  in  the  Palace  of  Liberal  Arts,  at  the  Philadelphia  Sesquicenl 
ennial.  The  movement  of  the  bell  from  Bridgeton  to  Philadelphia  was  made  in  a 
motorcade  and  stops  were  made  in  Woodbury  and  Camden  for  special  ceromonies. 
At  the  close  of  the  Sesquicentennial,  the  bell  was  returned  to  the  Bridgeton  Board 
of  Education  and  in  1929,  it  was  moved  to  the  Cumberland  County  Historical  Room 
at  the  county  court  house,  * (see  footnote).  On  the  day  World  War  II  ended,  a 
group  of  excited  citizens  rushed  to  get  the  bell,  mounting  it  on  a truck  and  drove 
down  the  streets  of  Bridgeton,  ringing  the  hell  out  of  the  bell.  Fearing  damage  to 
the  bell,  county  officials  confiscated  it  and  returned  it  back  to  the  Historical 
Society  Room.  The  bell  was  once  again  paraded  through  the  streets  of  Bridgeton, 
mounted  on  a float7during  the  200th  Anniversary  of  Cumberland  County  in  1948. 

At  present,  this  historic  bell  is  now  housed  in  a glass  and  oak  case  and  is 
enshrined  in  the  main  corridor  of  the  Cumberland  Court  House  in  Bridgeton.

The  medallion  was  most  likely  struck  for  the  Philadelphia  Sesquicentennial 
and  sold  there  as  a souvenir,  probably  suspended  from  a ribbon  and  pin  of  some 
sort.

Token  Disaster  Strikes  South  Jersey 


Last  October  thousands  of  tokens,  mixed  with  slugs,  washers,  foreign  coins  and 
who  knows  what  else,  were  buried  under  tons  of  concrete  in  a section  of  decking 
on  the  New  Jersey  side  of  the  Tacony- Palmyra  Bridge.  The  bridge  toll  is  50£  cash, 
but  some  motorists  use  tokens  or  other  objects  to  avoid  paying  the  cash  toll  in  the 
automatic  lanes.  A spokesman  for  the  bridge  commission  stated  that  the  items 
that  were  buried,  accumulated  over  a period  of  four  years  and  went  on  to  say  "I 
can't  think  of  a better  way  to  dispose  of  them",  when  asked,  why  bury  them?  Leave 
it  to  a bureacrat  to  find  the  simple  solution.  Just  think,  all  those  tokens  under 
concrete.  Its  enough  to  make  your  blood  run  cold.  Don't  be  surprised  if  you  see  a 
tall  figure,  with  a hammer  and  chisel,  on  the  bridge  some  dark  night.

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MISTER  SOFTEE  OF  SOUTH  JERSEY 
BY  AL  ZAIKA 

The  Mister  Softee  Company,  located  in  Runnemede,  N.J.,  is  an  ice  cream  truck 
.franchise  operation.  Upon  purchase  of  a franchise,  the  company  furnishes  a fully 
equipped  truck,  including  a soft  type  ice  cream  machine,  various  ice  cream  mixes 
and  other  supplies.  The  franchise  owner  is  then  committed  to  purchase  additional 
mixes  and  supplies  from  the  parent  company. 

1A  wooden  nickel,  good  for  59  towards  a pint  of  ice  cream,  was  issued  by  Mister 
Softee  during  the  period  of  196'8-59.  This  wood  was  glued  to  a promotional  folder, 
.which  resulted  in  a residue  of  glue  being  left  on  it  when  it  was  removed  from  the 
folder.  A brown,  plastic  token  was  later  issued  in  1960-61.  It  too  was  worth  59, 
but  wasn't  restricted  to  any  set  purchase.  * 

I wasn't  aware  of  these  two  items  until  I saw  the  token  listed  in  one  of  the  TAMS 
Maverick  columns,  several  years  ago.  The  irony  of  this,  is  the  fact  that  a Mister 
Softee  truck  made  the  rounds  of  our  neighborhood  every  evening  during  the  summer 
months  and  was  a nightly  treat  for  our  daughter  Ann.  Anyway,  after  an  extensive 
search,  I now  possess  both  tokens.

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A NEW  VARIETY  OF  ALFRED  R.  SHRIVE'S  TOKEN 
By  David  D.  Fladfelter 

When  Jack  Wilcox  parted  with  his  New  Jersey  tokens,  I obtained  his  copper  specijl 
of  the  Alfred  R Shreve  token  of  Mount  Holly,  (Adams -24).  I looked  at  it  closely  tc;jjj 
sure  that  it  was  better  than  the  piece  already  in  my  collection.  His  was  sharper, 
the  surface  was  slightly  mottled.  I decided  to  keep  his,  and  trade  mine  off. 

In  inspecting  the  obverse  of  his  piece,  the  side  with  the  monogram,  I noted  some 
irregularities  near  the  border.  These  proved  to  be  the  letters  VICT  and  below  the 
the  outline  of  a bust.  I cohcluded  that  the  piece  had  been  struck  over  a coin  or  tok.  | 
of  Queen  Victoria,  but  could  not  make  out  enough  of  the  undertype  to  identify  it.  If 
trace  of  the  undertype  could  be  found  on  the  opposite  side.  At  last  years  NJES  rcie<l 
Jack  told  me  that  he  was  completely  unaware  that  the  token  was  an  overstrike. 

The  mystery  has  been  solved,  at  least  as  to  the  identity  of  the  under  strike.  Lot  1] 
in  Paul  Koppenhaver ' s , March  1990  auction  was  a specimen  of  Adams24,  struck  oi  <r 
1862  English  halfpenny.  To  Paul  goes  the  credit  of  reporting  the  discovery  specim. 
This  also  confirms  the  earliest  date  for  this  token  as  being  1862.  (Rulau  places  it  : 
the  1863-69  period.  I 

I have  never  seen  a fully  bright  specimen  of  Adams  24  and  wonder  whether  all  of  t h 
are  overstrikes  on  Victoria  halfpence?  If  so,  were  the  tokens  made  in  England, 
possibly  Birmingham,  where  monogram  designs  had  long  been  popular,  and  by  wh  i 
If  made  here,Adid  the  maker  obtain  the  halfpence  used  as  planchets?  If  anyone  has  t 
answers  or  ideas,  speak  up.
